Mission  Study  a  Pleasure 

^  The  results  of  tKe  class  went  far  beyond 
my  expectation.  I  was  afraid  I  could  not 
get  members  to  attend  owing  to  other  engage¬ 
ments.  However,  many  attended.  They 
seemed  to  be  impatient  for  tbe  next  meet¬ 
ing.  The  class  was  anxious  at  its  last  meet¬ 
ing  to  continue,  and  finally  enthusiastically 
voted  to  resume  work  September  1st.  The 
study  has  caused  discussion  among  our  peo¬ 
ple  to  a  marked  degree,  and  as  a  result  two 
other  classes  have  been  organized. 

^  Our  meetings  have  been  exceedingly  pleas¬ 
ant,  and  we  have  looked  forward  to  them 
with  eagerness. 

*|[  Our  class,  though  small,  has  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  Mission  Study  evening  as  one  of  en¬ 
joyment  aside  from  what  we  have  really 
learned.  It  has  shown  me  what  really  “  good 
times  ”  Christian  young  people  can  have. 

^  I  have  been  benefited  socially.  I  cer¬ 
tainly  feel  better  acquainted  with  the  dif¬ 
ferent  members  of  the  cla'ss,  and  aside  from 
the  study  and  what  I  have  learned  in  the 
class,  it  has  been  to  me  a  recreation  and 
relaxation  to  meet  each  week  with  the  others. 

Tf  Our  class  was  composed  of  earnest  Chris¬ 
tian  men  and  women,  and  the  evenings 
spent  with  the  study  class  were  the  most 
pleasant  of  the  week. 

T[  I  joined  the  class  simply  because  the 
leader  asked  me.  I  was  greatly  surprised 
to  find  it  an  interesting  study.  Before  the 
course  was  half  finished  I  was  anxious  to 
plan  for  the  continuation  of  the  study. 


Increased  Giving

^  At  least  two  members  bave  started  a 
systematic  giving  plan,  others  bave  increased 
tbeir  giving. 

Two  bave  become  titbers,  and  while  I 
cannot  say  much  as  to  general  giving,  the 
amount  given  to  missions  has  been  increased 
by  every  member  of  the  class. 

1[  Not  only  the  members  of  the  class,  but  the 
whole  society  has  increased  its  giving.  We 
bave  raised  $65  for  foreign  work,  which 
will  be  used  for  the  continuation  of  the  work 
begun  last  year  by  the  Mission  Study 
class. 

T[  One  member  as  a  result  of  the  study  de¬ 
cided  to  give  a  tenth  of  her  income. 

If  Several  who  never  gave  to  missions  are 
now  regular  subscribers. 

Tf  Because  of  a  Mission  Study  class  in  a  small 
country  church,  the  contributions  to  both 
home  and  foreign  missions,  also  to  church 
expenses,  largely  increased. 

T[  Two  years  ago  our  Young  People’s  Soci¬ 
ety  tried  to  raise  $60  for  missions,  but  only 
raised  $18.  Last  year  a  Mission  Study 
class  of  eight  members  was  organized  and 
the  missionary  meetings  were  vitalized.  A 
subscription  was  taken  at  one  of  our  mis¬ 
sionary  meetings  amounting  to  $45  which 
was  increased  to  $60  by  personal  work.  A 
subscription  for  this  year’s  work  amounted 
to  $79  and  will  easily  be  increased  to  $100 
before  the  close  of  the  year.  This  increase 
is  a  result  of  the  increased  missionary  infor¬ 
mation  which  the  members  bave  obtained. 


Deepened  Prayer  Life 

li  I  can  now  pray  for  tKe  exact  and  con¬ 
crete  needs  of  tlie  field  instead  of  using  the 
old  general  prayer  for  missions  in  toto. 

^  I  know  I  shall  pray  more  earnestly  and 
more  enthusiastically  for  missions  because 
this  course  has  thoroughly  aroused  my 
interest. 

*|[  With  a  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the 
country,  need  of  more  workers  and  knowing 
something  of  what  great  things  have  been 
accomplished  through  prayer  I  shall  cer¬ 
tainly  he  able  to  pray  better. 

I  think  I  shall  never  forget  to  pray  for 
missions  at  any  time.  It  has  always  been 
a  benefit  to  me  to  unite  in  prayer  with  the 
many  mission  classes  to  which  I  have 
belonged. 

*1  I  believe  that  I  can  pray  for  missions 
more  intelligently  than  it  was  possible  for 
me  to  do  before.  I  have  not  been  in  the 
habit  of  praying  for  missions,  hut  I  intend 
to  begin. 

^  I  will  pray  more  for  the  work  abroad 
and  this  will  help  me  reach  that  higher 
standard  of  life  which  is  set  forth  in  some 
of  the  lives  of  the  missionaries  and  native 
Christians. 

T[  It  has  always  been  hard  for  me  to  pray 
in  public  and  in  our  little  gathering  I  have 
overcome  a  great  deal  of  my  timidity.  I  find 
that  it  is  easier  to  speak  for  my  Savior  than 
before. 

^  I  have  been  led  to  see  greater  need  for 
praying  for  the  missionaries. 


Spiritual  Growth 

^  A  greater  yearning  for  tKe  souls  at  Kome, 
as  well  as  a  deeper  interest  in  those  abroad. 

T[  There  has  come  to  me  a  deeper  realization 
of  the  value  of  the  human  soul,  also  its  need, 
consequently  my  own  responsibility. 

^  I  cannot  express  in  words  how  I  have  been 
benefited  spiritually. 

T[  It  seems  to  me  that  no  life  is  so  Christ- 
like  in  its  self-sacrifice  and  service  for  others 
as  that  of  the  missionary.  The  study  of  so 
many  such  lives  has  deepened  my  desire  for 
a  holy  life,  and  has  enlarged  my  faith. 

^  Increased  knowledge  of  the  great  need  of 
the  Gospel  and  my  own  responsibility  as  a 
Christian,  has  made  me  feel  more  than  ever 
my  own  inefficiency  and  sent  me  more  often 
to  the  Source  of  Power. 

T[  The  study  of  missions  has  enriched  my 
life  both  mentally  and  spiritually  as  has  no 
other  study,  except  that  of  the  Bible.  It 
brings  to  me  a  vision  of  God’s  world  and 
of  His  Church  in  that  world,  and  of  His 
purpose  for  that  world,  which  makes  my  life 
infinitely  richer,  and  without  which  I  would 
he  hut  a  narrow  minded,  uninformed  Chris¬ 
tian. 

^  Mission  Study  has  stimulated  me  more  to 
a  higher  spiritual  life  than  anything  else.  I 
cannot  take  up  a  missionary  book  without 
shame  at  my  own  low  standards.  It  drives 
me  to  more  Bible  Study,  more  prayer,  more 
giving,  and  an  intense  desire  to  do  something 
for  t  he  Kingdom. 


Consecration  of  Life

1]  Four  of  tKe  forty  members  of  our  Class 
will  give  tbeir  lives  to  service  on  the  foreign 
held.  So  far  as  I  can  learn  none  of  these 
persons  had  seriously  considered  foreign 
missionary  service  before  they  began  the 
study  of  Japan. 

H  At  least  one  young  woman  purposes  to 
give  her  life  to  foreign  service. 

H  One  member  of  the  class  has  definitely 
decided  on  foreign  missionary  service  and 
will  enter  a  training  school  this  fall  in  prep¬ 
aration  for  the  work. 

D  One  member  is  in  college  studying  for 
the  ministry,  another  has  become  a  student 
volunteer.  He  is  now  in  college  preparing 
for  his  life  work. 

1]  The  results  that  came  to  us  from  Mission 
Study  are  more  consecrated  lives,  a  deeper 
interest  in  missions,  more  intelligent  work  in 
missions,  and  a  Volunteer  Mission  Band  of 
five  members  who  immediately  began  their 
preparation  for  the  foreign  held. 

H  Had  I  never  belonged  to  a  Mission  Study 

class,  I  should  probably  not  be  a  volunteer 

now.  Mission  Study  is  making  me  dissatisfied 

with  my  life  work.
